charier draft should follow these ar- 
ticles which are to appear In The Sun 
on 
Tuesdays 
and 
Thursdays 
until 


every section of the charter shall have 
be£n discussed. 
It would lie well to 


cut them out and hold them for future 
study and reference. 


Analysts of Troposctl Chnrfer 


In review-Ins the various secltons of 


tho new charter, some will require but 
brief reference, while others will de- 
mand a more lengttoy and detailed ex- 
planation. The sections 
will be re- 


ferred to consecutively. 


Section 1—Simply provides that the 


inhabitants of the city ot Lowell thai 
continue to bo a body corporate 
am 


politic under the name of the city of 
Lowell. 


Section 2—The territory of the city 


shall continue to be divided into nine 
wards, which shall retain tnelr present 
houudarle's until 
chanced by general 


law, but the number of 
ward? shall 


never bo less than nine. 


Section 3--ProvldOd that. thG 
chief 


executive 
officer 
shail 
ba a ma^pr, 


elected for a terra oc two years. 
Ha 


shall receive a salar> of ISOOO a year. 
The present salary is $3000, and has 
remained the Earns for over 20 years. 
The powers of the mayor will be 
dis- 


cussed In a later section. 


Section 4—la the Section that 
pro- 


vides for a complete chanse and set 
up in form of government. It creates 
a city council of 15 members exercis- 
ing purely legislative powers, one to 
be elected from each of the nine wards, 
and six at large. They shall hold of- 
fice for a ttrm ot two years, and re- 
ceive 
each a salary of 
$300 a year. 


Tho 
present 
charter 
provides for 


city council of five members, who ex- 
ercise, individually 
and 
collectively 


all functions of government, executive. 
legislative nncl administrative. This Is 
the 'great 
weakness of the present

Trotsky, a. feature of his appearance 
at the Middlesex Women's club a few 
weeks ago. 
The voices of these two 


]eari>rs could be heard clearly and dis- 
tinctly. 


The speaker said that he 
went to 


Rupsla disguised, but said that the dis- 
guise did not help him to avoid getting 
into many dangerous situations. Lmck- 
-ily, however, he managed to extricate 
himself from them ail. 


He said that the Russian revolution 


of which so'inuch'has been heard late- 
ly really dales back to 1913 and had 
Its culmination In the downfall of the 
czar- The Bolshevik .regime is new in 
power, he said, but many of the peas- 
.jtnts still cJtng to their fafth in the old 
rule. As an example of this, he Illus- 
trated the case of a traveler wishing 
to purchase butter. 
Ho approached a 


peasant on the subject and the latter 
said the amount of butter 
the pur- 


chaser wanted would cost 1090 rubles. 
The traveler said he had the rubles of 


the old czar regime as well as those of 
the new Bolshevik government. 
The 


peasant then safd that he would much 
rather have 100 rubles .of the czar's 
government than 1000.of the neu- ones, 
and, In fact, ho gave In exchange for 
Ino 100 rubles not only.the butter but 
a number of tha Bolshevik rubles, as 
well. This, said the speaker, gives an 
idea of the comparative value of the 
two kinds of money. 


Sir Paul said

peasants but despite their efforts the 
peasants were continuing to carry on 
their usual exchange; of goods.
